We 
hope  you  will  do  us  good  and  that  we  may  do  you  some  good, 
etc,"    Response  by  Mr.  I^.  R.  Lewis. 

"Mr.  President:  We  sat  with  pleasure  to  listen  to  the  ad- 
dress of  welcome  delivered  by  Rev.  Jones.  We  admired  it. 
We  are  glad  to  be  here  and  hope  to  share  in  the  good  things 
which  await  u.s."  Rev.  Gr.  W.  Washington,  pastor  of  the  A. 
M.  E.  church  of  Wilson's  Mills,  delivered  Address  of  Wel- 
come in  behalf  of  his  church.  ''Bro.  President :  I  am  some- 
what late,  but  I  was  waiting  to  see  you  come  so  I  could  ac- 
company you  down  in  the  behalf  of  my  church  and  I  myself 
v/elcome  you  to  our  town  and  church  and  friends.  We  have 
joined  in  with  our  sister  church  to  make  your  stay  here  at 
the  mills  pleasant.  We  shall  help  care  for  you.  We  are 
ready  to  be  used  at  your  command.  I  never  had  the  "pleasure 
of  meeting  with  the  Brother  Baptists  in  this  county  (John-

At  this  junction  the  President's  annual  address  was  called 
for.  Just  prior  to  bis  address  tlie  President  read  a  letter 
from  County  Senator  C.  M.  Wilson,  stating  tbat  previous 
engagements  prevented  bim  from  coming  to  address  tbe  Con- 
vention. He  also  read  a  card  from  Mr.  J.  T.  Holt,  a  deacon 
of  tbe  Wliite  Ba])tist  cburcb  of  Wilson's  Mills,  wbicb  read 
as  follrjws: 

Deak  Sie  :  I  accept  of  your  invitation  and  will  take 
pleasure  in  doing  so  at  tbe  ai)pointeel  place  and  time.  Yours 
in  tbe  vrork,  J.  T.  Hot.t. 

Xext  came  tbe  address  of  tbe  President.  Tbe  address  was 
■Dgically  arranged,  in-piring  and  full  of  sense.  He  quoted 
many  Biblical  verses  and  abstracts  from  a  great  many  au- 
thors. He  made  some  recommendations  wbicb  were  neces- 
sary. He  made  some  nice  illustrations  relative  to  bow  God 
would  bave  us  to  live  and  rear  our  cbildren.  Revs.  J.  A. 
King,  G.  W.  Wasbington,  Bros.  Lewis  B.  McCnllers,  Rufus 
Sanders  and  others  made  comments.  Tbe  Convention's  work, 
growth  and  puri^ose  was  discu.sseel  bv  Prof.  E.  C.  Watson,  L. 
B.  McCnllers  and  Prof.  J.  W.  Byrel.  Bro.  Watson  said :  ^^If 
I  were  sculptor  I  would  describe  this  church  (St.  Mary's) 
the  Virgin  Mary  with  a  chikl  in  her  arms.  That  child  I 
would  name  tbe  Johnston  County  Baptist  Sunday  school  Con- 
tion.  Eighteen  years  ago  this  convention  was  organized  here 
in  this  church  with  seven  schools.  To-day  it  numbers  23 
schools.  Its  influence  is  felt  throughout  tbe  county."  Mr. 
McCuUers  said,  ^'It  was  my  2>leasure  to  be  here  eighteen  year? 
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ago,  and  I  am  here  to-day  happier  than  ever.  Why  ?  Be- 
cause I  have  lived  to  see  some  of  the  work,  growth  and  pur- 
pose of  this  Convention  accomplished,  and  I  hope  yet  to  live 
to  see  a  great  deal  more  accomplished.  A  few  of  the  number 
have  fallen  asleep,  but  we  are  here  to  ansv/er  to  the  Master's 
biddings."  Prof.  Byrd  reviewed  the  work,  growth  and  the 
purpose  of  the  Convention.  He  said,  ''I  saw  a  great  need  of 
this  organization.  Therefore  I  called  the  attention  of  Prof. 
Q.  C.  Mial,  Eev.  H.  D.  Sanders  and  the  lamented  Kev.  Wm. 
II.  Brown  and  others,  asking  them  did  not  they  think  such 
an  organization  advisable.  N'ow  it  is  doing  work  in  two 
coimties.  It  has  wonderfully  developed  in  numerical  numbers, 
in  religion,  morals,  intellect  and  usefulness."  Misses  Susan 
F.  Holt  and  Annie  Traveller  were  asked  to  take  collection. 
Amount,  $1.70.  Doxology.  Benediction  by  Rev.  W.  IT. 
]\Iitchener.  Adjourned. 

FuTDAY  Night  Session. 

Convention  re-convened  promptly  at  8  o'clock.  Devo- 
tional exercises  were  conducted  l^y  Rev.  I.  J.  Jones  and  Bro. 
Wm.  A.  Sanders.  Singing,  No.  397,  ^'Jesus  I  Come  to 
Thee,"  etc.  Read  the  24th  Psalm.  Prayer,  Rev.  I.  J.  Jones. 
Singing,  No.  724,  ^^My  Soul  Be  On  Thy  Guard,"  etc.  Min- 
utes of  the  previous  session  read  and  approved.  Revs.  W.  A. 
Jones  and  H.  M.  Jones  were  added  to  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation. Rev.  II.  M.  Jones,  who  w^as  programmed  to  preach 
the  Introductory  Sermon,  accompanied  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Jones, 
occupied  the  pulpit.  Rev.  H.  M.  Jones  made  some  prelim- 
inary remarks.  He  selected  for  his  text  the  15th  chapter  of 
Joshua,  the  1st  verse.  ''Now  Josluia  was  old  and  stricken  in 
years;  and  the  Lord  said  unto  liini,  thour  art  old  and  stricken 
in  years ;  and  there  remaineth  much  land  to  possess.  Sub- 
ject, More  land  to  possess.  1st.  The  Johnston  Baptist  As- 
sociation. 2cL  The  Johnston  County  Baptist  Sunday  scliool 
Convention.  3d.  Its  object  to  indoctrinate  Baptist  prin- 
ciples ;  to  educate,  mentally,  morally  and  religiously.  The 
sermon  was  full  of  thought,  logic,  and  full  of  power.  Prayer 
by  Rev.  W.  A.  Jones.  Miss  Tula  McCullers  and  Miss  Mattie 
Clark  were„asked  to  take  collection.  ^1^2.53  was  taken.  Dox- 
ology, Benediction  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Jones.  The  Convention 
nrljourned  until  Saturday  morning,  9  o'clock. 
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Saturday  Mokatus^g  Sessioist. 

At  9  o'clock  the  Convention  was  called  to  order.  Devo- 
tional exercises  were  had  by  Bro.  James  H.  Bell  and  Bro. 
B.  r.  Hinnant.  Sang  No.  235,  ''Awake  and  Sing  the  Song 
of  Moses  and  the  Lamb."  Bead  the  90th  Bsalm.  Sang  I^o. 
14:0,  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds/''  etc.  Minutes  of  the  last 
session  read  and  approved.  Bev.  L.  T.  Bond,  the  pastor 
of  the  First  church  of  Smithfield,  was  introduced  to  the  Con- 
vention. He  made  a  short  talk  before  the  Convention.  The 
Brethren  listened  to  his  talk  carefully.  They  received  him 
gladly.  Bev.  IST.  L.  Horton  was  added  to  the  Committee  on 
Temperance  and  Bev.  L.  T.  Bond  was  added  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education.  Topic,  ''To  w^hat  extent  should  the 
Sunday  school  do  missionary  v/ork  Deacon  IST.  D.  Sanders 
led  in  the  discussion.  He  said,  "The  Sunday  school  should 
do  all  the  missionary  w^ork  that  they  can."  Miss  Anna  Price 
read  a  paper  on  "What  extent  should  the  Sunday  school  do 
missionary  work  ?"  The  paper  was  well  read  and  showed 
why  the  Sunday  school  should  do  missionary  work.  Topic, 
"Good  homes  and  religious  training  in  the  homes  of 
the  youths."  Mrs.  Bebecca  Sanders  led  in  the  discussion. 
A  good  home  is  a  home  where  a  good  discipline  is  kept.  Ba- 
ther and  mother  should  live  in  love  and  union. 

John  W.  Byrd,  Jr.,  Avas  added  to  the  Committee  on  Lit- 
erature. The  Moral,  Educational  and  Financial  develop- 
ment of  our  people  discussed  by  Bev.  L.  T.  Bond.  Bev.  Bond 
emphasized  the  fact  that  we  have  made  progress  on  all  lines. 
He  referred  to  Mr.  Booker  T.  Washington.  Give  the  negro 
religion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the  heart,  the  English 
language  in  the  head  and  the  American  Eagle  in  his  hand 
you  can  not  stop  his  progress.  Topic,  "Our  Associational 
High  School  and  duty  toward  it  as  Sunday  school  Convention 
belonging  to  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association."  Bev.  W.  A. 
Jones  led  in  the  discussion.  Bev.  Jones  said,  "The  work  of 
this  Convention  and  the  Association  are  to  mould  character, 
therefore  ou.r  work  must  be  to  educate."  He  referred  to  the 
life  of  Bev.  J,  C.  Brice  who  sleeps  in  the  grave.  About  the 
many  good  things  that  Mr.  Price  did  do  for  his  race  in  his 
lifetime. 

E'ames  paying  26  cents  each  in  the  collection:  Mr.  J.  B.
